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CORRESPONDENCE  STUDY  REGULATIONS 

1.  Age  and  Scholarship,  (a)  For  secondary  (high  school)  work  the 
applicant  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age.  (b)  For  college 
work  the  applicant  must  present  fifteen  units  of  high  school  work 
from  an  accredited  high  school  or  be  at  least  twenty  years  of  age 
and  a  teacher.  Those  with  less  than  fifteen  units  may  arrange 
to  complete  their  units  either  by  correspondence  study  or  by  en- 
trance  examinations,  or  by  both  methods. 

2.  When  to  Begin.  A  student  may  begin  this  work  any  time  during 
the  year. 

3.  How  to  Register.  Fill  out  the  application  form  in  back  of  this 
pamphlet  and  send  it,  with  check  or  money  order  for  course  fee, 
to  Correspondence  Study  Committee,  (not  to  an  individual).  The 
check  or  money  order  should  be  made  payable  to  State  Teachers 
College   (not  to  an  individual). 

4.  Fees,     (a)     For  high  school  work,  five   dollars      ($5)     per     unit 

course,  $3  per  half  unit. 

(b)  For  college  work,  one  dollar  ($1)  per  credit  hour,  or 
$4  for  a  regular  four-quarter-hour  course. 

(c)  All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance  and  cannot  be  re- 
funded. 

5.  Selection  of  Course.  Applicant  without  former  record  in  this 
college  should  leave  the  selection  of  courses  to  the  Committee. 
Former  students  should  secure  a  revised  memorandum  of  credits 
and  a  current  catalogue  before  selecting  course. 

6.  Credits     (a)     High  school  work  gives  standard   (Carnegie)   units. 

(b) College  work     (based  on     fifteen     aidmission     units) 

gives  quarter  hour  credits.  (One  quarter  hour  credit 
is  equal  to  2-3  semester  hour  or  1-3  session  hour 
credits.)

7.  Time  Limit    Since  each    quarter-hour  of    credit  is    presumed  to 

require  not  less  than  thirty  hours  of  preparation  for  tie  average 
student,  the  number  of  college  credits  that  a  correspondence  stu- 
dent may  make  is  limited  to  an  average  of  four  per  month.  Each 
regular  course  (4  quarter  hours)  must  be  completed  within  nine 
months  from  the  time  assignments  are  sent  out..  A  unit  course

8.  Assignments.  As  soon  as  fee  is  paid  and  course  selected  the  stu- 
dent will  receive  from  the  committee  assignment  sheets  covering 
the  work  of  the  course.  There  will  be  one  assignment  for  each 
quarter-hour  credit.  These  assignments  must  be  written  up  in 
regular  order  and  mailed  to  the  committee  one  at  a  time.  The 
next  assignment  should  not  be  mailed  till  the  preceding  one  has 
been  criticised  and  returned  or  until  notice  is  received  that  it 
has  been  aipproved.  When  the  last  assignment  of  the  course  (the 
4th  for  a  regular  course)  is  mailed  it  must  be  accompanied  by  the 

'  assignment  sheets.  Credits  will  not  be  given  until  sheets  are  re- 
turned. For  high  school  work,  there  will  be  twelve  assignments 
per  unit.  Each  group  of  four  assignments  will  cover  the  work 
usually  done  in  that  subject  in  three  months  of  the  average  high 
school.  All  assignments  should  be  legibly  written  with  ink  (or 
on  typewriter)  on  thin  white  paper,  sheets  8^/^  in.  by  11  in.,  one 
side  only,  with  left  margin  of  at  least  one  inch,  paragraphed  with 
open  spaice  between  paragraphs,  with  title  headings  clearly  indi- 
cating subject,  number  of  course,  and  number  of  assignment.  The 
name  of  the  student  must  appear  on  each  assignment  sent  in. 

9.  Criticisms  and  Corrections.  Each  assignment  will  be  turned  over 
to  the  member  of  the  faculty  who  teaiches  that  subject,  for  cor- 
rection, .a.fter  which  it  will  be  returned  to  the  student,  unless  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  in  which  case  the  student  will  be  notified  of 
its  acceptance.

ENTRANCE    EXAMINATIONS 

Students  who  cannot  secure  fifteen  units  by  certificate  may 
take  entrance  tests  at  the  time  they  enter  (or  at  time  set  for  such 
examinations.)  Those  desiring  to  take  these  tests  should  make  writ- 
ten application  on  form  furnished  by  the  Entrance  Credits  Commit- 
tee. 

Entrance  examinations  will  be  given  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
each  quarter  and  at  no  other  time.  The  only  students  who  can  take 
these  tests  are  those  who  entered  after  the  laist  preceding  test.  A 
student  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  entrance  examinations  on  a 
subject  in  which  he  has  already  made  college  credit. 
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COLLEGE  CREDITS  FOR  ADVANCED  STANDING. 

A  student  applying  for  advanced  sta.nding  should  have  sent  by 
the  registrar,  some  weeks  before  entering,  a  properly  certified  tran- 
script of  his  record  in  the  college  attended.  This  transcript  should 
show:  (1)  Name  of  student,  (2)  Name  of  college  attended,  (3) 
Length  of  attendance  and  dates,  (4)  Subjects  taken,  with  catalogue 
number  of  each,  (5)  Number  of  recitations,  grade  made,  and  amount 
of  credit  in  each  subject,  (6)  Signature  of  person  reporting,  with 
official  title,  (7)  Conditions  of  admission  to  the  college,  i.  e.,  the  num- 
ber of  units  submitted  and  accepted. 

If  a  student  comes  from  a  college  that  requires  less  than  fif- 
teen units  for  admission,  his  college  credits  will  be  scaled  to  make 
up  the  deficiency  in  units  of  high  school  work. 

Examination  for  advanced  standing  will  be  given  under  cer- 
tain conditions,  but  only  where  it  can  be  shown  tha,t  the  applicant 
had  the  work  under  instructors  of  college  grade.
